U.S. Lays 
Out Plan 
For GM 

Taxpayers would owu uearly 
three-quarters of auto giant 

D E T R 0 1 T I The government’s new road map 
for General Motors would briefly send it 
into bankruptcy, erase most of its debt and 
eventually have it emerge leaner and stron- 
ger — and almost three-quarters owned by 
the taxpayers. 

The outline came together Thursday after 
a bloc of GM’s biggest bondholders agreed to 
a sweetened deal proposed by the Treasury 
Department to wipe out the automaker’s 
unsecured debt in exchange for company 
stock. But GM still must settle on a buyer for 
its European Opel unit and decide the fate of 
its Hummer and Saturn brands, while work- 
ers across the country await news expected 
Monday on which 14 plants the company will 
close, shedding 21,000 more jobs. 

A person familiar with GM’s plans said 
it was “probable” that it would file for bank- 
ruptcy protection Monday. Under the plan, 
outlined in a regulatory filing, the U.S. Trea- 
sury, which already has loaned GM $19.4 bil- 
lion, would get 72.5 percent of the company’s 
stock and provide $30 billion in additional 
financing to keep the new GM operating 
under bankruptcy protection, (ap)

Gerald Ford Attacker Says 
She Had Revolution in Mind 

The woman who fired a gun at Pres- 
ident Gerald Ford in 1975 and spent 
32 years in prison said Thursday 
she believed the 
country would 
change only 
through a violent 
revolution. Sara 
Jane Moore told 
NBC’s “Today” 
she now real- 
izes her actions 
were “wrong ... a serious error.” The 
appearance was Moore’s first TV 
interview since she was released 
on parole in late 2007, NBC said. 
On Sept. 22, 1975, Moore fired on 
Ford as he waved to a crowd in San 
Francisco. A man near her knocked 
the pistol out of her hand, and the

CDC: Swine Flu Vaccine

A U.S. health official said a swine flu 
vaccine could be available as early 
as October, but only if vaccine pro- 
duction and testing run smoothly 
this summer. Dr. Anne Schuchat 
of the U.S. Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention said the agency 
will have to review the product and 
decide whether a vaccination cam- 
paign is warranted.

Sotomayor s stance 
on the Roe v. Wade 
decision is unknown 

WASHINGTON | One of the few 
things conservatives and liberals 
agree on when it comes to Sonia 
Sotomayor is that her views on 
abortion rights are a mystery — 
and one that must be solved before 
she can be confirmed as a Supreme 
Court justice. 

Sotomayor’s nomination has 
reopened a politically and emo- 
tionally charged debate over 
abortion that’s energized interest 
groups on the left and right — all 
working to draw members, money 
and attention by ensuring the issue 
features prominently in the judge’s 
confirmation hearings. 

Unlike many liberal organiza- 
tions that came out swiftly and 
enthusiastically to back Soto- 
mayor, abortion-rights groups are 
withholding their support until 
she answers questions about the 
court’s 1973 legalization decision 
and the principles behind it. 

NARAL Pro-Choice America 
has praised her experience and 


background but has stopped well 
short of endorsing her. “We look 
forward to learning more about

ate’s hearing process moves for- 
ward,” the group’s president, Nancy 
Keenan, said Tuesday. 

Neither abortion rights advo- 
cates nor foes take any comfort 
from the abortion-related cases 
on which Sotomayor has ruled — 
none of which were decided based 
on the principles or precedents 
underlying Roe v. Wade. 

“I don’t think anybody can draw 
a conclusion,” said Charmaine 
Yoest, the president of Americans 
United for Life, which opposes 
abortion rights. 

On the opposite side, Vicki 
Saporta, president of the Nation- 
al Abortion Federation, said: “We 
don’t have enough information to 
take a position at this time. We’re 
waiting to learn more about Judge 
Sotomayor’s views on the consti- 
tutional right to privacy, includ- 
ing the right to choose.” 

The White House says Obama 
didn’t ask Sotomayor specifically 
about her view of Roe v. Wade or 
privacy rights, even though as 
a candidate in 2007, he said, “I 
would not appoint somebody who 
doesn’t believe in the right to pri- 
vacy.”

“I think the status quo is unac- 
ceptable and that we’ve got to get 
it done this year,” Obama repeat-

Competing Crises Afflict S. Korea 


Nation mourns death 
of ex-leader as North 
heightens its hostility 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I South Korean 
President Lee Myung-bak is jug- 
gling competing crises: the suicide 
of his predecessor and an increas- 
ingly belligerent North Korea. 

South Korea has been in 
mourning since the shocking death 
Saturday of former President Roh 
Moo-h)mn, a liberal recently ques- 
tioned in a bribery probe some sup- 
porters claim was motivated by 
conservatives — led by Lee. 


With the investigation deepen- 
ing, the 62-year-old Roh — who 
prided himself on being a “clean” 
politician and denied the allega- 
tions — threw himself off a cliff 
behind his southern home. The 
funeral for Roh, whose death trig- 
gered a wave of grief in the nation 
of 49 million, is to be held Friday 
in Seoul. 

Two days after Roh’s death, 
with the nation still reeling, Lee 
faced a full-blown national secu- 
rity crisis when communist rival 
North Korea tested a nuclear bomb 
underground for the second time 
in less than three years.

The alert level of the joint com- 
mand for South Korean and U.S. 
forces on the Korean peninsula — 
the highest it’s been since North 
Korea’s 2006 nuclear test. The 
level was raised Thursday, after 
the North renounced a 1953 truce 
with the South. Level I is the high- 
est alert on the five-point scale. 


The regime followed that with 
a series of short-range missile tests 
and on Wednesday renounced the 


truce the two Koreas signed at the 
close of the Korean War. 

Fifteen months into his presi- 
dency, Lee has been hit by “trouble 
both at home and abroad,” said 
Hahm Sung-deuk, an expert on 
South Korean politics at Korea 
University in Seoul. The twin dif- 
ficulties pose an “enormous crisis” 
for Lee, he said. 

Pyongyang’s belligerence is a 
sign that relations between the two 
Koreas are in serious trouble and 
indicate Seoul’s loss of influence 
with the North, said Kim Hyung- 
joon, a political science professor at 
Myongji University in Seoul. 

“North Korea appears to have 
concluded that there is nothing it 
can get from South Korea,” Kim

Mexico Offers $380K for Details on Reporter’s Killing 


MEXICO CITY I Mexico’s top pros- 
ecutor on Thursday offered a 
$380,000 reward for informa- 
tion in the kidnapping and mur- 
der of a newspaper reporter who 
was found beaten and dead in an 
irrigation canal in northern Mex- 
ico this week. 

The Attorney General’s Office 
said it would pay 5 million pesos to 
anyone providing “true, useful, rel- 


evant and opportune” intelligence 
that helps to identify and detain 
those involved in the killing of 
Eliseo Barron Hernandez. 

The agency said it was the first 
time it has offered a reward to help 
solve the death of a journalist. 

The agency announced its offer 
in the newspaper Milenio, which 
owns the paper for which Barron 
worked. La Opinion de Torreon. 


Barron, who covered police 
news for 11 years in the northern 
state of Coahuila, was at home 
with his wife and two daughters 
on Monday night when armed men 
burst in and took him by force, 
according to Milenio. 

Police found his battered body 
on Tuesday morning. It was dumped 
in an irrigation canal on a farm in 
the town of Gomez Palacio. (ap)

Taliban Kill 14 in Pakistan 


Militants warn blasts 
planned for key cities, 
urge civilians to flee 

PESHAWAR, PAKISTAN I Militants 
detonated two bombs in a busy 
market and attacked two police 
checkpoints in northern Paki- 
stan on Thursday, killing at least 
14 people, wounding scores more 
and testing the resolve of the gov- 
ernment as it takes on the Taliban 
in the Swat Valley. 

The attacks in Peshawar and 
Dera Ismail Khan happened with- 
in two hours of each other and a 
day after an assault on security 
forces in the eastern city of Lahore

killed about 30 people. That strike 
was claimed by the Pakistani Tali- 
ban, who warned of further attacks 
unless the government called off 


the Swat offensive. 

“Our targets are security forces, 
who are killing innocent people in 
Swat and other adjoining areas,” 
said Hakimullah Mehsud, a deputy 
to Pakistani Taliban chief Baitul- 
lah Mehsud. “We regret that some 
innocent people were also killed 
in the Lahore attack.” 

He said other attacks were 
planned for Multan, Rawalpindi, 
Lahore and the capital, Islamabad, 
and urged civilians to flee. 

Two bombs on motorcycles in 
Peshawar exploded within seconds 
of each other, police said. “It was a 
sudden blast, and then there was 
fire all around,” said Khair Uddin, 
a shopkeeper, riaz khan (ap)

Quake Rattles Honduras, Belize 


7.1-magnitude tremor 
kills 6, topples homes 
off Caribbean eoast 

TEGUCIGALPA, HONDURAS I Apow- 
erful earthquake toppled more 
than two dozen homes in Hon- 
duras and Belize early Thursday, 
killing at least six people and injur- 


ing 40 as terrified residents spilled 
from their homes. 

The magnitude-7.1 quake 
struck at 2:24 a.m, off the Carib- 
bean coast of Honduras, 80 miles 
northeast of the beach town of La 
Ceiba, according to the U.S. Geo- 
logical Survey in Golden, Colo.

Look Neutral for the Camera! 



At more than half the Virginia DMV’s 74 offices, smiling has banned in photos for 
driver’s licenses and ID cards to develop a facial recognition system for security. 


Va.DMV prohibits 
smiling in photos to 
help prevent ID theft 

Few places in Virginia are as drain- 
ing to the soul and as numbing to 
the buttocks as the branch offices 
of the Department of Motor Vehi- 
cles. And yet, until recently, smil- 
ing was still permitted there. 

No more. As part of the DMV’s 
effort to develop super-secure driv- 
er’s licenses and foolproof identifi- 
cation cards, the agency has issued 
a smile ban, directing customers 
to adopt a “neutral expression” in 
their portraits, thereby extinguish- 
ing whatever happiness comes 
with finally hearing one’s number 
called. The driver’s license photo, 
it seems, is destined to look like a 
mug shot. 

DMV officials say the smile 
ban is for a good cause. The agency 


would like to develop a facial rec- 
ognition system that could com- 
pare customers’ photographs over 
time to prevent fraud and identity 


theft. “The technology works best 
when the images are similar,” said 
DMV spokeswoman Pam Goheen. 
“To prepare for the possibility of 


future security enhancements, 
we’re asking customers to main- 
tain a neutral expression.” 

When asked how DMV employ- 
ees are able to determine when 
customers might be smiling too 
much, Goheen explained that the 
process is automated. Naturally, 
the new software is programmed 
to reject attempts at exuberance 
or human warmth. “It will send an 
error message if it detects a non- 
neutral expression,” she said. 

The ban is in effect at more than 
half of the agency’s 74 offices state- 
wide, Goheen said, including most 
Northern Virginia branches. 

“It makes everyone look like 
criminals,” said Arthur Free- 
man, 18, who needed no prompt- 
ing to appear unhappy after 
waiting two hours for a motor- 
cycle license. “I don’t usually 
smile for these pictures anyway.”

Ready to Part Ways 


Blockbuster merger 
from the dot-com era 
ends with a whimper 

NEW YORK I Time Warner Inc. 
is dumping AOL after spending 
nearly a decade trying to build 
a new-age media empire only to 
wind up in a weaker position than 
when the marriage began. 

The divorce, announced Thurs- 
day, will spin out AOL as a separate 
company run by former Google 
advertising executive Tim Arm- 
strong. He was hired in March to 
try to restore the luster to a brand 
once known as America Online. 

Although AOL has been 
eclipsed by Google and other 
Internet stars, Armstrong still 
can try to build on a wide-reach- 
ing online ad network and AOL’s 


Web sites, which remain a rela- 
tively big draw. 

Time Warner owns 95 percent 
of AOL and will buy out Google’s 
5 percent stake during the third 
quarter for an undisclosed amount. 
From there, AOL — which has 
about 7,000 employees — will be 
spun off into a publicly traded com- 
pany around the end of the year. 

The $147 billion deal in which 
AOL bought Time Warner in 2001 
epitomized the mind-boggling 
wealth created during the dot-com 
boom and quickly became one of 
the worst corporate combinations 
in history. In 2002 and 2003, 
Time Warner absorbed nearly 
$100 billion in charges to account 
for the rapidly diminishing value

Detroit Tigers. 

The fifth overall pick in the 2007 draft is big 
and strong, can hit for average and power, and 
has advanced defensive skills and the demeanor 
to handle a pitching staff 

Wieters is batting .305 with five home runs 
and 30 RBI at Triple-A Norfolk. He has heated 
up lately, with 18 hits, including four homers 
and 18 RBI, in his past 46 at-bats (.391 batting 
average). 

“He is really starting to hit the ball; he has been 
on quite a streak over the last 10 days,” Orioles 
president of baseball operations Andy MacPhail 
said Tuesday night. “He has made the progress; 
the power is starting to come. It’s time.” 

Wieters’ bat seemed big-league ready after 
he bashed Single-A and Double-A pitching last 
year for a combined 27 home runs, 91 RBI and a 
.355 average, earning Baseball America’s Player 
of the Year honors. 

Still, Wieters was sent to Norfolk in March, 
partially so he’d have six-plus seasons with 
the Orioles before being eligible for 
free agency and partially because

needed more seasoning, espe- 
cially defensively.

Roomies? Oh, Brother 


Siblings opt to share 
their living quarters 
despite the obvious 
potential for disaster 

We Stood at the Home Depot paint- 
mixing counter in an exasperated 
stalemate, paper samples of “Vil- 
lage Square” and “Toffee Crunch” 
shades clenched in our fists. 

Then she said it. “I ... hate ... 
you.” Her voice was flat and even, 
as frustration culminated in those 
three words. Then, to the horror 
of the salesman helping us, Tracey 
burst into tears. 

Uh-oh. Maybe living with my sis- 
ter wasn’t such an inspired idea. 

It was May 2008 and we were 
two weeks away from moving 
into the two -bedroom condo we’d 


bought together in Clarendon. 
How was I going to survive living 
with my younger sibling of three 
and a half years if we couldn’t agree 
on how many gallons of paint we 
needed for our pad? But the con- 
tracts were signed, the mortgage 
loan ratified — I looked at Trac- 
ey and knew there was no turn- 
ing back. 

Of course, if I’d consulted 
roommate and sibling relation- 
ship experts before signing the 
lease, they would’ve predicted 
potential disaster. 

“Our relationships with our 
siblings are very passionate ones,” 
says Dorothy Rowe, a psychologist 
whose book, “My Dearest Enemy, 
My Dangerous Friend” ($18, Rout- 
ledge), focuses on the dynamics 
of sibling relationships. “We care 


enormously about what our sib- 
lings think of us: their praise, their 
approval,” Rowe says. “At the same 
time, we’re scared of their criti- 
cism. If you’ve grown up together, 
your sibling knows just what to say

to upset you, tease you or really 
hurt you. It’s a very complicated 
relationship that doesn’t get sim- 
pler as you get older.” 

In other words, even at 24 and 
28, respectively, Tracey and I can 


revert back to whining kids. 

“You developed a relation- 
ship with your sibling from such 
a young age where you learned to 
fight in a certain way,” says Amy 
Zalneraitis, author of “Room for 
Improvement: The Post- College 
Girl’s Guide to Roommate Living” 
($14, Simon Spotlight). “You might 
think you’ve gotten over it as you’ve 
gotten older, but if you put yourself 
back in a situation that you were in 
up until you were 18 years old, you’d 
probably start fighting.” 

Even worse, the fight fodder 
has grown exponentially, thanks 
to adulthood. There are still squab- 
bles over who left the dishes in the 
sink. But this time, say Rowe and 
Zalneraitis, there are additional 
triggers that can range from finan- 
cial management to learning more

their 84-year-old father from their 
childhood Rockville home to a full- 
time Alzheimer’s care facility in 
Friendship Heights.

Chris Shattuck 
lived in Dupont; Marsy Shattuck 
was in Manhattan. Soon, it became 
clear that selling the house from 
afar wasn’t going to work. 

“We said, 'OK, let’s move back 
there,” says Chris Shattuck, a 
teacher at Rosslyn’s Inlingua Eng- 
lish Center. “There’s no rent, and 
we can get things settled.” 

So, in September 2005, they 
resettled under the same roof 
they’d lived under until they were 
18 — minus Mom and Dad.

sifted through memorabilia and 
readied the house for sale, the 
Shattucks realized the parental 
roles were still being played. 

“We’d have an argument and 
then look at each other and be, 
like, 'Oh, my god, we just had an 
argument Mom and Dad would 
have had,”’ says Marsy Shattuck, 
an interactive Web designer at the 
Discovery Channel. 

There were lots of those fights. 
“You’ve heard stories about how 
dealing with a house or an inher- 
itance breaks up families,” says 
Chris Shattuck. “I know people 
who are 20 years older than me 
who are in court with their sib- 
lings over this stuff.” 

A year and half later, in June 


2007, they did get something in 
writing: another lease. This time 
it was for a Columbia Heights 
townhouse. 

“It was much more than either 
of us could afford on our own,” 
explains Chris Shattuck. “We said,

briefly considered moving into a 
seven-person house she’d found on 
Craigslist, but she ended up nixing 
the idea.

I 
felt like I played a really impor- 
tant part by being able to diffuse 
situations.”

they did as kids. And they discov- 
ered plenty of other unexpected 
perks of living together. 

One example is when Dominik 
Heynen tore his left ACL playing 
ultimate Frisbee last summer. After 
knee surgery, he was bedridden for 
four days before being able to hobble 
on crutches. “Two days after his sur- 
gery, he couldn’t really bathe him- 
self,” says Dan. “So, I’d help him get 
into the tub. Stuff you don’t think 
twice about” — but probably not a 
job for a random roomie. 

It also doesn’t hurt to have a 
confidant you’ve known since, well, 
birth. “When I’m having a bad day, 
I can call Chris and say, 'Chris, I 
need help. I’m struggling,”’ says 
Marsy Shattuck. “He’s so good. 
He’s right there.’” 

The downside? You have a con- 
fidant you’ve known since, well, 
birth.

Will this be the case for every- 
one? It depends, author Rowe says. 
“There’s only one thing you can 
say about all siblings,” she laughs.

The reason co-habitation works 
for some and not for others basi- 
cally boils down to one simple 
fact: It depends on who you are 
and where you are in life. 

The situation works for Dan 
and Dominik Heynen because the 
young Washingtonians had a read- 
ily available support system as they 
began post-collegiate careers. Chris 
and Marsy Shattuck’s move, on the 
other hand, was precipitated by the 
pressure of familial responsibility 
— and being able to support one 
another in its aftermath. 

In the case of Tracey and me, 
living together was also a con- 
scious choice, but for a different 
reason. We’d both lived separate- 
ly in various roommate situations 
during and after college, but as 
the housing market continued to 
drop in January 2008, we realized 
we had an opportunity to invest 
in a condo that would have been 
inconceivable a couple years ear- 
lier. This was our chance to have 
a stylish “grown-up” home of our 
own. We took it. 

That’s how we found ourselves 
at Home Depot on that fateful May 
afternoon. 

It was a split-second after 
Tracey’s tears began that I noticed 
something peculiar: She was also 
hysterically laughing.

old furnishings via bold paint jobs 
and fabrics. Denton purchased 
two chairs from them she would 
have never looked at twice in their 
original state. 

“They had some chairs I would 
refer to as a 1970s Mediterranean 
nightmare,” says Denton, who 
manages the Julia Gray showroom 
at the Washington Design Center. 
“In their original life, they were 
probably done in. I’m guessing, 
a really buttery cream color, and 
they probably had some cheesy 
gold trim on them. Yuppie Decor 
took those chairs and made them 
stark white. Suddenly, something 
that was completely unattractive 
became attractive, and the exag- 
gerated shape in white became 
architectural almost in its look.” 

Sometimes all it takes is a little 
bit of paint or some TLC to make 
something old feel new again. 
And sometimes that great table or 
dresser you find at a thrift shop, 
yard sale or consignment store can 
move right into your home as is. 

Plenty of people have had a 
penchant for vintage furnishings 
for years. It might be the thrill 
of the hunt or an interest in col- 
lecting that drives their second- 
hand shopping. But as the state 
of the economy leads to all sorts 


of belt-tightening, more and more 
people are taking a new look at 
old pieces. 

“I like to say that thrift is the 
new black,” says Stan Williams, 
the New York-based author of “The 
Find” ($27.50, Clarkson Potter), 
which offers tips and techniques 
for decorating with, vintage pieces. 
“We’re seeing many, many people 
venturing into thrift stores to save 
money.” 

Those savings can sometimes 
be significant. “You can get a farm 
table in here for, like, $195, as 
opposed to $1,200 [elsewhere],” 
says Pixie Windsor, owner of 
D.C.’s Miss Pixie’s Furnishings & 
Whatnot (1626 14th St. NW; 202- 
232-8171; Misspixies.com). “While 
there’s been an economic down- 
turn since October, this business 
and a lot of people I know in this 
business are doing really well.” 

But just because you nabbed 
a bargain doesn’t mean every- 
one else will be able to tell. Maria 
Fyodorova, a D.C. resident who 
runs the Righteous (re)Style blog 
(Righteousrestyle.com), found a 
dining set handcrafted by a small 
company in South Carolina for 
$200 on Craigslist. “It’s just beau- 
tiful and beautifully made,” says

Fyodorova, 36. “People come over 
and say. It’s so amazing — where 
did you get that?’

“I think as people 
become more interested in the 
environment, they’re interested

Of course, it doesn’t matter 
how eco-friendly or cheap some- 
thing is if it doesn’t function in 
your space. So, when searching 
for vintage treasures, know what 
you need and bring along mea- 
surements of your rooms, a tape 
measure, fabric swatches and any- 
thing else that might help ensure 
that your steal is worth the deal. 
Test the piece you’re eyeballing

— whether that means open- 
ing drawers or stretching out on 
a sofa — to see whether every- 
thing works as it should. Make 
sure nothing wobbles, creaks or

And unless you’re super- 
crafty, it’s probably best to avoid 
anything that needs more than a 
minor face-lift. 

And in some cases, even that 
may not really be necessary. 
“Sometimes you just have to give 
things a really good cleaning,” says 
Windsor. “With wood things, I 
clean them with lemon oil or Mur- 
phy’s Oil Soap. It’s really surprising 
the difference it makes. And if you 
didn’t pay a lot for it and it’s not 
a rare antique, paint it to match 
what you already have.”

you absolutely have to have it, it’s 
probably worthwhile. “Buy only 
what you love,” Williams says. “Buy 
something that speaks to you — 
don’t buy something just because 
it’s collectible or might be valuable. 
If you buy things that you love, you 
will find a place for it.” 

When Yuppie Decor’s Aaron 
Hase, a 27-year-old Alabama 
native, found aturn-of-the-20th- 
century photo of an Alabama fire 
department, he wound up with a 
piece that will always have a place 
in his home. “I’ll keep it forever,” 
he says. “It has a lot of character 
and has meaning for us.” 

Items like these can add per- 
sonality to a room. “It’s fun to spice 
up your space and not have stuff 
that all looks like Pottery Barn 
or Crate & Barrel or is exactly 
matching,” says Windsor. “It’s fun 
to throw something in there that’s 
fun and eclectic.” 

That might even include things 
such as salvaged mantels, doors 
and sinks. “They add a level of 
charm you don’t get with a lot of 
new construction,” says Donet- 
ta George, owner of D.C.’s Brass 
Knob Architectural Antiques 
(2311 18th St. NW; 202-332-3370; 
Thebrassknob.com). 'And the design 


is so much more interesting. You 
can get things you’re not going to 
see anywhere else.” 

Incorporating salvaged items 
isn’t that hard, especially if you 
know a good carpenter or plumber. 
George says that even condo and 
townhouse owners can add them 
with relative ease and in most cases 
don’t need special permission. 

Even something as simple as 
vintage hardware can make a big 
difference in a home. “People will 
go into a house and they’ll never 
say, 'Boy, that house has beautiful 
hardware,’ but they will look around 
and say, 'Boy, this house looks really 
good,”’ says George. “It just makes 
the house look better — it makes the 
house look more valuable.” 

“Adding vintage and thrift 
pieces to a home adds instant her- 
itage — it adds instant warmth,” 
says Williams.

A staging pro shares 
tips on how to make 
your home sale-ready 

PATRICIA EBRAHIMI claims her 
first staging job was when she was 
12 years old, when her mom said 
she had to share a room with her 
sister, A few rearranged beds and 
a room divider later, Ebrahimi 
realized she had a knack for bring- 
ing out the potential in a space 
through creative design.

Ebrahimi says sellers need to 
accent the best features of their 
property — a great layout, floors, 
renovated kitchen, lots of stor- 
age space or a master bathroom, 
for example — and play down the 
negatives.

est set of buyers, so don’t take it 
personally, 

“You did a great job making it

“People don’t have visual imagi- 
nation,” she says, “You have to help 
potential buyers make an emo- 
tional connection with a property 
and say, 'Yeah, I could live here; it 
feels good,”’ 

Ebrahimi gave Express a 
few quick and easy tips on how 
to carry out mini-home make- 
overs that can make a sale. 



Get some pull 

Eor a quick fix with major 
impact, Ebrahimi suggests 
replacing handles on kitchen 
cabinets and the knobs on bath- 
room vanities. Chuck the ornate or 
dated hardware and opt for sim- 
ple round knobs in a satin nickel 
or rubbed bronzed finish, LIBER- 
TY HARDWARE (Libertyhardware, 
com) sells an attractive, inexpen- 
sive line at Home Depot, Lowe’s 
Hardware and True Value stores. 
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Sold on shades 

Do you want to sell your 
home to someone who loves 
the wild color you chose in your liv- 
ing room, or do you just want to 
sell the place, period? Sellers need 
to neutralize their accent walls, 
says Ebrahimi, who recommends 
Benjamin Moore colors such as 
BARREN PLAIN, NAVAJO WHITE OR 
BRADSTREET BEIGE.

Save face after a sloppy 
paint job with GOOF OFF ($7.19, 
16 oz..

No paper trail 

Ugly wallpaper tops the list 
of turnoffs.

Cut the clutter 

Homes that aren’t com- 
pletely moved out of look 
bedraggled and abandoned, 
Ebrahimi says. They scream, 
“I’m desperate. I’m carrying two 
mortgages and need to sell now!” 
Of course, there’s also the other 
extreme: people who have been 
in their home 30 years and have 
walls covered in family photos, 
mementos and awards. 

“People are buying square 
footage, not your stuff,” Ebrahimi 
says. “Even if your home is well- 
decorated, if it’s personal and 
outdated, people will feel like a 




guest.” PUBLIC STORAGE (Publics- 
torage.com) rents units for $1 the 
first month.

Raimi Makes Haute Horror 


The ‘Spider-Man’ 
director uses humor 
and high-tech tricks 
in ‘Drag Me to Hell’ 

FILM I The name alone, “Drag Me 
to Hell,” tells you exactly what 
this is: an unabashed celebration 
of B -movie schlockery. But the 
dichotomies director Sam Raimi 
presents within that familiar genre 
are what make this such a kick, 
Raimi returns to the kind of 
cheeky horror that made him a cult 
favorite with the low-budget “Evil 
Dead” trilogy, but he applies all 
the high-tech tricks he’s acquired 


with the blockbuster “Spider-Man” 
franchise. 

He and brother Ivan Raimi 
have written a rather old-fash- 
ioned terror tale, full of curses 
and creaks, bumps and shrieks, 
but they’ve added a heavy splat- 
tering of their trademark dark 
humor. 

All these contradictions add up 
to one hell of a ride: You’ll squirm, 
you’ll scream, you’ll laugh your butt 
off and beg for more. 

Alison Lohman’s character, the 
innocent Christine Brown, gets 
way more than she ever could have 
imagined. Abankloan officer com- 
peting for a promotion, she denies

a creepy old woman an extension 
on her mortgage loan, thinking 
that’s the right decision to impress 
her boss (David Paymer), 

It turns out she turned down 
the wrong customer: Mrs. Ganush 
(Lorna Raver) is a vengeful gypsy 
who feels so shamed, she places a 
powerful curse on Christine that 
torments her day and night. 

As in Raimi’s underseen but 
suspenseful “A Simple Plan,” “‘Drag 
Me to Hell” tracks what happens 
when an ordinary person finds 
herself in an extraordinary cir- 
cumstance. Lohman makes this 
crazy scenario almost relatable 
because she’s just like you and me: 
She probably means well, but her 
ambition leads her down a dan- 
gerous path. 

You’ll be glad you got dragged 
along with her. christy lemire (ap)
